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To  accomplish  the  work  which  the  Church  and 
the  State  have  a  right  to  expect  of  it  as  an  educational 
institution,  Missouri  Valley  College  needs: 

1.  An  addition  of  $200,000  to  the  Endowment 
Fund. 

2.  A  new  dormitory  for  men,  and  another  dor- 
mitory for  women — a  companion  Hall  to  the  Louisa 
Campbell  Girls'  Dormitory. 

3.  A  Gymnasium.  * 

4.  A  Library  Building  for  our  library  which 
has  overrun  its  quarters.

When  we  remember  that  under  the  authority  of  Synod 
we  started  out  last  October  to  raise  $300,000.00  in  two  years, 
and  that  it  is  all  definitely  pledged  except  $31,500.00,  we  feel 
as  if  our  task  had  been  an  easy  one  and  that  the  Lord's  people 
have  been  especially  kind  and  generous.  If  the  war  had  not 
come  on,  we  would  have  been  able,  beyond  a  doubt,  to  report 
the  full  amount  raised.  We  request  your  approval,  as  well 
as  your  authority,  to  express  in  your  name  your  gratitude 
for  what  has  been  done  to  those  who  have  made  these  gifts 
with  the  assurance  of  the  very  great  timeliness  of  this  increase 
to  the  College  resources  at  the  present  juncture. 

Second:  It  will  please  you,  as  it  did  us,  when  we  state 
that  the  College  is  gradually  growing  in  attendance  and  in 
the  distinctly  College  work.  Our  Academy  is  gradually 
being  eliminated,  thru  the  multiplication  of  High  Schools, 
and  the  strictly  College  work  growing.  The  patronage  in 
the  College  the  last  year,  as  you  will  see  from  the  catalog, 
was  larger  than  ever  before. 

Third:  It  is  with  profound  satisfaction  that  we  state 
that  there  has  been  absolute  loyalty  and  enthusiasm  on  the 
part  of  the  students  to  the  United  States  Government  in 
connection  with  the  war.  No  false  note  has  been  sounded, 
no  misstep  has  been  taken.  Of  fifteen  students  who  were 
candidates  for  the  ministry  last  year,  ten  are  out  of  College 
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on  account  of  the  war.  This  is  just  a  simple  statement 
concernini;  the  patriotic  devotion  of  our  youn^  men,  and 
women  as  well,  to  the  great  cause. 

Fourtli :  At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  March, 
it  was  decided  that  a  small  increase  in  salary  should  be  given 
to  each  of  the  permanent  professors,  in  view  of  the  extra- 
ordinary expenses  incident  to  war,  and  in  view,  also,  of  the 
increased  resources  which  had  come  to  the  College.  One  new 
member  was  added  to  the  Faculty.  Prof.  Robert  Lincoln 
Shepherd,  D.  D.,  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at 
Wheaton,  Illinois,  formerly  professor  in  Missouri  Valley 
College,  was  called  back  to  teach  Sociology  and  Economics. 
He  is  a  pronounced  spiritual  force  in  the  faculty,  and  the 
Alumni  especially  have  desired  his  return  to  the  school.  We 
gratefully  announce  his  acceptance  of  the  position  and  may 
anticipate  sufficiently  to  say  that  he  has  accepted  and  is  at 
work  in  Missouri  Valley  College  at  this  date.  His  wife,  who  is 
also  a  former  student  of  Missouri  Valley  College,  is  to  be  hence- 
forth in  charge  of  the  Girls'  Dormitory  at  Missouri  Valley, 
and  we  may  anticipate  sufficiently  to  say  that  her  acceptance 
has  been  received  and  that  she  is  in  charge. 

The  Treasurer's  Report  will  not  show  the  increase  of 
resources  item  by  item  as  above  outlined,  but  the  totals  will 
include  all  these  generous  cash  contributions  by  the  friends  of 
Missouri  Valley  College. 

Following  the  general  toning  up  of  things  about  Missouri 
Valley,  as  a  result  of  the  great  prosperity  of  the  past  year, 
there  have  been  extensive  repairs  introduced  in  the  Main 
Building,  which,  after  twenty-eight  years'  use,  was  beginning 
to  show  the  results  of  wear.  The  old  plastering  has  been 
taken  off  and  new  plaster  put  on  and  everything  made  new 
and  fresh.  The  most  cheerful,  sanitary,  clean  conditions  pre- 
vail in  recitation  rooms,  laboratories  and  offices. 

The  Board  recognizes  the  good  providence  of  God  in 
preparing  the  minds  of  generous  friends  of  Missouri  Valley 
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College  to  give  to  her  needs  so  promptly  and  cheerfully, 
thereby  preparing  for  this  great  time  of  need  incident  to  war. 
We  do  not  know  what  would  have  happened  to  Missouri 
Valley  College  if  it  had  not  been  for  this  timely  increase  in 
her  resources.  Unless  unforeseen  difficulties  come  up,  she  is 
taken  care  of  pending  the  war  and  we  have  no  need  of  fear 
on  that  account.  As  soon  as  the  great  conflict  is  over,  and 
business  has  been  once  more  established  in  the  earth,  other 
friends  have  already  pledged  generously  to  the  endowment 
and  equipment  of  Missouri  Valley. 

Therefore,  commending  to  your  notice  and  study  the  care- 
fully prepared  and  audited  Report  of  the  Treasurer,  together 
with  catalog  submitted  under  separate  cover,  we  thank 
God  and  take  courage.

years  for  College,  Birckhead  Dormitory  and  Campbell  Hall. 

The  Balance  Sheet  hereto  attached,  in  our  opinion, 
presents  correctly  the  financial  condition  of  the  College  as 
at  May  31,  1917,  subject  to  comments  herein: 

The  Cash  Balance  in  the  various  bank  accounts,  including 
both  Common  and  Endowment  Cash,  were  verified  by  us. 

We  examined  in  detail  the  Notes  Receivable,  making  a 
schedule  of  same,  the  total  of  which  is  shown  herein. 

In  the  Statement  of  Surplus  under  the  caption  ''Special,'' 
''L.  A.  Campbell  Dormitory  Gift"  appears  this  year  as 
$15,000.00,  an  increase  of  $10,000.00  over  last  year.     During 
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the  year  this  sum  was  received  from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Camp- 
bell, together  with  the  interest  which  had  accrued.  The 
principal  went  into  the  Endowment  Cash  and  is  included  in 
the  $46,350.00  Notes  Paid  in  the  Treasurer's  Statement  of 
Receipts  and  Disbursements. 

In  addition  to  the  item  set  out  in  the  report  as  ''Additions 
to  Endowment,"  Mr.  Wm.  A.  S.  Hyland  gave  to  the  College 
a  note  which,  with  accrued  interest,  amounted  to  $7,926.00. 
$300.00  of  this  accrued  interest  was  paid  during  the  year 
and  is  included  in  the  Treasurer's  statement  of  Endowment 
Receipts  and  Disbursements,  as  a  part  of  the  $2,074  from  Mr. 
Hyland.     Mr.  Hyland's  total  gift  was  $10,000. 

The  insurance  on  buildings  and  equipment  has  been  re- 
arranged during  the  year,  the  amount  of  insurance  increased, 
and  the  cost  of  carrying  same  decreased,  by  increasing  the 
insurance  under  what  is  known  as  the  ninety  per  cent  clause. 
As  the  insurance  now  stands  there  is  $89,500.00  on  various 
buildings  and  $30,500.00  on  equipment,  in  addition  to 
$5,000.00  on  Power  House  and  contents,  a  total  of  $125,000 
fire  insurance.     There  is  also  $5,000  tornado  insurance. 

Practically  all  of  the  insurance,  as  shown,  is  prepaid  for 
five  years  and  the  unpaid  premium  carried  into  Accounts 
Payable  account. 

The  smaller  Net  Deficit  accruing  this  year,  as  compared 
with  former  years,  is  very  encouraging.
